Council approves 
autonomy concept

Students' Council approved 
in principle the creation ol a 
separate Publications Society 
to publish the McGill Daily at 
its meeting Wednesday night. 

However, Council relused to 
ratlly several proposals In the 
autonomy report tabled by the 
Students’ Society Daily 
Autonomy Committee. 

Council rejected the com- 
mittee's proposal that Daily 
staffers hold a majority on the 
Publication Society's Board of 
Directors. The Board was to 
have been composed of five 
Daily representatives and four 
-students elected at large, with 
50 per cent student approval 
required to get major motions 
passed. 

Patrick Macklem, committee 
member and Arts rep to council 
said autonomy was necessary 
to improve Daily-Council 
relations. 

"Under the current system, 
there are conflicts of interest 
on the part of both groups. 
Council can exercise power 
over the Dally — we have

complete control over the âd 
office, mail, accounting of a 
newspaper that covers our 
activities. 

"There's also a conflict of 
interest on the part of the Daily 
— it's difficult for their articles 
and editorial to be fair when 
Council controls their budget," 
he said. 

Todd Ducharme, president of 
the Students Society, said the 
proposal guaranteed the 
Daily's responsiblity to the 
student body. 

"I honestly believe we can 
get enough checks into the five- 
four structure to keep the paper 
responsible. Under the 
proposed structure, students 
can have a referendum and 
shut the paper down by 
bringing forward a referendum. 

"That's a powerful check — 
we (the Students' Society) don't 
allow our students to bring 
forward their own referen- 
dums," Ducharme said. 

Ted Claxton, Law rep to 
Council, disagreed with the 
proposal. He said the five-four 
split v/as theoretically realistic, 
but was open to abuse. 

"There's the possibility you'll 
find someone at large to 
support your position. It’s easy 
to get your people drafted into

‘‘How many of you Intend to 
be your own breadwinners for 
the rest of your lives?” asked 
Professor Rose Johnstone 
(Biochemistry) to a group of 
students participating in a 
casual discussion of women in 
higher education yesterday." 

A few women raised their 
hands immediateiy, but most 
were stunned by the question. 
Professor Johnstone’s purpose 
in asking this question was 
mereiy to point out the dif- 
ference between the way young 
men and women look at 
themselves and their respective 
responsibilities. 

Professor Johnstone, along 
with five other female 
professors here at McGill, 
discussed their personal ex- 
periences as women in higher 
education and tried to point out 
the difficulties. 

“You are responsible for 
you," Johnstone stressed. It is 
important to assume this self- 
image and responsibility at an 
early age. 

Johnstone was by no means 
outlawing the idea of having a 
family. In fact she said, "The 
major problem a lot of girls face 
is that they feel thay can't 
combine both." 

Dr. Joan DeBardeleden 
(Political Science) agreed, but 
pointed out the difficulty of 
breaking down the traditional 
roles, even within oneself. 
DeBardeleden spoke of the 
difficulty female breadwinners 
have overcoming the instinctive 
compulsion to assume half or 
full responsibilities of the 
household, regardless of 
whether the man was 
cooperative. 

A lack of female role models 
to aid in defining the role 



women should play as 
academics was pointed out by 
Dr. Rains, of the sociology 
department. 

“Men can look around them 
and see a variety of ways of 
being one kind of profession," 
she said. Women do not have 
that opportunity. 

The panel talked about the 
importance of support from 



colleagues, particularly in the 
formative years, which they had 
found was not readily available. 

Dr. Rains, however, pointed 
out that when you are a 
minority in a situation it is 
possible to find security as an 
exception. 

Professor Katherine Young, 
of Religious Studies, added 
that this was particularly true 



when there was also a great 
age difference between the 
woman and her male 
colleagues. 

“Whenever there Is a 
closeness in age and com- 
petition, the male female thing 
seems to get stronger," she 
said. 

The McGill Women's Union 
organized the panel.

Council due for constitutional renovations

Students' Council is now 
considering a series of changes 
in the Students Society con- 
stitution, brought foreward by 
President Todd Ducharme. 

Among the major changes 
proposed by Ducharme was a 
voting seat on Council for 
residence students, which was 
passed at Wednesday's 
Council meeting. 

The Society’s constitution 
has remained basically the 
same for the past three years 
with only minor changes. 
According to Ducharme, 
Students’ Society’s role has 
changed during this time and 
certain areas of the con- 
stitution no longer reflect the 
realities of the situation. 

In order to remedy the 
situation and “reflect the ac- 



tualities" Ducharme introduced 
this series of reforms and 
amendments. Including minor 
amendments to some by-laws, 
about fifteen changes in all 
have been considered. 

The proposals have been 
presented to a series of 
Student’s Council meetings 
since October 1. Before the 
proposals are officially adopted 
they must pass a 3/4 vote of 
Students’ Council as well as a 
student referendum. 

The residence rep on council, 
approved by council, will only 
become official if a student 
referendum approves it in 
November. 

Other proposed changes 
include a change in the elec- 
toral procedure for VP 
University Affairs and VP 
Finance. They are now elected 



within Council. The new 
proposal would have them 
elected campus wide with the 
rest of the executive. 

Changes are also proposed 
for the composition of the Joint 
Managing Committee (JMC) 
and Nominating Committee. 
Guarantees would be provided 
that the JMC would be 
automatically chaired by the VP 
Finance and the Nominating 
Committee would be chaired by 
the VP Internal. 

Also, in order to “increase 
democratic input of the average 
student into Students’ 
Society," Ducharme proposes 
to provide a mechanism for a 
student-initiated referendum. 
Right now the only way to hold 
a referendum is for Council to 
decide there is a need for one. 
Under Ducharme’s proposal a 



referendum could be Initiated If 
students came forth with a 
petition as a proposal for a 
referendum. Council would 
then decide if the referendum 
proposal represented sub- 
stantial support, measured by 
about 500 signatures, and 
would then approve it. 

Ducharme said that, at pres- 
ent, casting a vote for officers 
was the extent of the average 
student’s input to the 
democratic process. This 
measure would increase the 
extent to which students could 
participate in the process and 
would secondly “serve as a 
check on Students’ Council if 
they should ever get out of step 
with the student body." 



Radiation 
unsafe at 
any dosage

“All medical evidence so far 
points that there is no safe 
dosage of radiation," said Dr. 
Naomi Fitch of the Montreal 
Jewish General Hospital at 
McGill Wednesday. 

Fitch, speaking on the effect 
of radiation on human genes 
and fetuses, said that high 
doses of radiation "don’t create 
any new abnormalities in 
chromosomes but increase the 
occurrence of already known 
chromosome abnormalities." 

However, “the controversy," 
said Fitch, “is over low doses of 
radiation" such as received 
from the environment, medical 
X-rays, etc. . 

“We have barely scratched 
the surface with what we know 
about the effects of radiation in 
low doses. There are so many 
variables that we know nothing 
about, that a level of radiation 
safe for one person may not be 
safe for another." 

“What we do know," said 
Fitch, “is that there is a linear 
relationship between dosage of 
radiation and chromosome 
damage — the higher the dose 
of radiation, the greater the 
amount of chromosome 
damage." 

The effect of radiation on the 
fetus, according to Fitch, 
depends on the time the fetus 
is irradiated. 

“The sensitive time is when 
the organs are being formed — 
the first 2-3 months, except for 
the brain which keeps growing 
throughout the fetal stage." 

“At the present time," said 
Rtch, “five rads (a rad being a 
measure of radiation absorbed 
such as .8 rad for a chest X-ray) 
is considered safe for pregnant 
women. But studies have 
shown that even 1-2 rads 
doubles the chances that the 
child could have luekemla." 

Said Fitch: “How we deal 
with this depends not on what 
we know or what we don’t 
know, but on our values. If the 
value of human life is supreme, 
then we cannot afford any 
unnecessary risk."

Towards a democratic students’ union 



student life . . . what for? Are you really satisfied with what 
you learn, how you are taught and assessed? 

As students, we all face problems. With money, because 
of an unfair and restrictive loans and bursaries system, the 
threat of another increase in tuition fees, and differential 
fees for international students; with housing and rent; with 
courses we sometimes feel are irrelevant, with studying and 
exams, and the impending threat of further cutbacks in 
various departments and facilities. 

These are collective problems, not only because we all 
share them, but because they are caused by the society In 
which we all live. McGill is a part of the big, wide world and 
we are an integral part of its system of production, which 
constrains and regulates our everyday lives. 

Whose Interest does university education sen/e? It is 
geared to the interests of the same minority who govern our 
society. And no matter what we may be led to believe, few of 
us will end up in that minority. We may be herded through 
our degrees and end up on the growing stockpile of useless, 
qualified unemployed. But we have an alternative 

We can break out of the isolation of seeing our lives and 
problems as Individual, and can approach them collectively. 
Québec students are already doing this; over five thousand 
students. Including the first McGill contingent in ten years, 
marched last week in defence of Guy Héroux. Last year at 
McGill, hundreds of students marched in support of the 
workers* strike. But unlike other Québec students, we lack 
an effective, open and democratic student union. 

We do not have a student union — we have a student 
society instead. The difference is much more than seman- 
tics. A student union is a democratic organization based on 
participatory democracy, with the expressed aim of 
collective defence of its members' Interests. The Students' 
Society is an undemocratic, "representative" bureaucracy, 
which exists to "service" its members with pretty paper 
cups. We might add, more cynically, that Its primary function 
is to service its leaders with academic and social benefits. 

Do you know that over half of Students' Society 
representatives are appointed and not elected? Do you know 
that the only democratic forum in which every student has a 
vote, the Open Meeting, has no decision making powers? 

Do you know that we are no more than a "semi- 
autonomous" department of the University administration, 
and that the Students' Society is In effective trusteeship to 
the administration?

Gay Liberation, anti-racist) an alliance of students at McGill 
is being formed. This initiative has the support of the McGill 
New Democratic Party, the Montreal Citizens' Movement 
(McGill), the McGill Circle of the Workers* Communist party 
and the McGill International Socialites, and the support of 
various non-aligned students. 

We have come together because of our common 
agreement on the need for a Student Union at McGill. We are 
open to all students who agree with these basic principles 
and wish to see them implanted. 

Our founding meeting will be on Tuesday, November 4, in 
room B01, the basement of the Student Union building. We 
need your support, please come to this meeting. It's only by 
breaking out of our isolation and working together that we 
can achieve anything.

Queen’s head coach 
Hargreaves decleared “It will 
be a hell of a game!" 

Starting Redmen halfback 
Marc Lacelle said, “It's great to 
have a playoff game at our 
stadium. It's going to be a 
tough game, but at least it's at 
home." 

The game will in fact be the 
toughest match of the season 
for the Redmen as they take on 
a Queen's squad which has 
gained over 300 yards rushing 
in its last two games. 

Hargreaves said “This is the 



uesi oiiensive unii i ve nao m 
my five years at Queen’s. Bob 
Wright's passing is improving 
every game. Our running game 
IS great and the offensive line is 
working better than they ever 
have." The Gael offensive line 
features two OQIFC all-stars in 
Ross Francis and John Wilson. 

The Redmen will be coun- 
tering with a healthy Lacelle, a 
healthy and improving Vic 
Pywowarczuk and what 
Hargreaves calls “the best 
defence in the conference," led 
by all-star linemen Marc Joncas 
and Jim McMullan. The once- 
sputtering offence now has 
been shaped into a smooth 
.running unit by head coach 
Charlie Baillie. 

The Redmen have won three 
games in a row and in doing so, 
have scored 18 points against 
Carleton, 37 against Con and 26 
against Bishop's. They have 
also won four of their last five 
games and finished the year at 
five wins and two losses, 
whereas the Golden Gaels had 
a four win, three loss record. 

Also favoring the Redmen is 
their home record in com- 
parison to the Gael’s away 
record. The Redmen are three 
and one at home and the Gaels 
are two and two on the road. 

The Redmen also hold the 
edge in kicking. Place-kicker 
Greg Ashley was the leading 
scorer in the OQIFC with 39 
points. Punter Remy 
Kawkabani made the OQiFC 
all-star team by virtue of hia 



league-leading 37.8 yard 
punting average. 

At fuliback the Goiden Gaeis 
have league-leading rusher and 
OQIFC rookie of the year Larry 
Mohr and at halfback. Bob 
Bronk who two weeks ago 
broke the OQIFC single game 
rushing record with 190 yards 
on 16 carries against Bishop's. 

Coach Hargreaves said, “Our 
rushing game has matured. It's 
a team effort because we have 
four guys in the top ten rushers 
in our conference." 

There was some doubt when 
Hargreaves mentioned, “We're 
a young team at the bottom of 
our cycle. If we beat McGill it 
will be a big upset because 
we’re not supposed to." 

The one question mark rests 
in the Redmen's outside run- 
ning game. Inside the Redmen 
have been great throughout the 
year. But it is necessary to keep 
the Gael defence honest by 
running outside. The Redmen 
have been working on their 
outside running game and on 
their passing game over the 
course of the week. 

The Redmen passing has 
been potent of late, even 
though on the season Vic 
Pywowarczuk has completed 
but 35.4 % of his passes. One 
of Vic’s passing stats that is 
impressive is that his corn- 
pleted passes go for an average 
of 14.8 yards per compietion.

Half time at that contest 
broke out into a fullscale 
miiitary engagement on a 
number of fronts. Ritual water 
bomb salvos scattered the fans 
and Queen’s fans turned on one 
another in alcoholic frenzies. 
But more seriously, a guerrilla 
phalange of Gaels supporters 
mobbed antique cars decked

field. The McGill security force 
at the game numbered about 15 
and it was unable to contain 
the assault. 

Many Redmen and McGill 
supporters have been won- 
dering whether or not mayhem 
will be the rule when McGill and 
Queen's meet for the second 
time at Molson Stadium. Harry 
Zarins, McGill Director of 
Sports Information, said that he 
has tripled the security staff for 
the game on Saturday to 50 or 
60 people. In addition, Zarins 
has alerted the Montreal police
